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AN END

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N his new book “A Gentleman with a 

Duster'” has little sued to say of 
government “by the people.” He has an 
acute mind and a “sl hing” pen; but, 
whatever validity his arguments may have, 
his book has little value as a contribution 
to .the settlement of modern problems ; 
for he does not suggest either how the 
people may be induced to abdicate their 
power or to use it wisely, Apparently, he 
shrinks from the swifter methods of South 
Europe, and hopes that democracy will 
be “‘enconraged to vote itself out of the 
disappointments and dangers of repre- 
sentative government.’ He fears that the 


development of popular education will not 


improve matters by making democracy 
more responsible: “In spite of all the 
money spent publicly and privately on 
education, the intelligent workman is 4 
minority, the intelligent tradesman is a 
minority, the intelligent gentleman is a 
minority, and in every class of the com- 
munity unintelligence is a great and over- 
whelming majority.” 

“Before the reign of Demos,” he says, 
‘‘there was nothing unlovely or common- 
lace in the, whole Realm of England.” 
‘he furniture in a peasant’s cottage, the 
wholesome food on his table, the glass out 
of which he drank his beer, his dances, 
his dress and the dress of his wife and 
children, a ploughman driving his team, 
or a family going to church on a feast 
day, “enriched rather than offended the 
grace of nature.”

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AN AMERICAN'S STORY. 
A VIVID first-hand description of the 

lawless China of to-day is given in 
‘Ten Weeks With Chinese Bandits,’’ 
written by an American doctor, and pub- 
lished a few days ago from the Bodley 
Head. 

In the summer of 1925 Dr. Harvey J. 
Howard, of the Rockefeller Hospital in 
Peking, was captured and held for ten 
weeks by a band of brigands operating on 
both sides of the Sungari River; in the 
Northern part of the Province 6f Man- 
churia. Because of his medica] skill and 
his knowledge of the Chinese language, he 
became friendly with his captors, and 
while in their power he was able to collect 
material which gives an absorbing picture 
of the realities of twentieth-century out- 
lawry. 

A general impression got from Dr. 
Howard’s story is that brigandage in Man- 
churia is but a poor game, not worth the 
discomfort of its pursuit. The hung 
hutzes (literally red beards) live a hard 
life, with their food almost invariably 
unground corn, devoid of all things 
that we consider the necessaries of 
life. They do not seem to be in a 
position to acquire a fortune from the 
ransom of their captives, several of whom 
in Dr. Howard’s company were Chinamen

OPORTO REBELS

CITY BOMBED BY TWO 
AEROPLANES. 


VIGO, Thursday. 

With regard to developments in Oporto, 
it is now confirmed that the Government 
found it necessary at the last moment to 
bomb the city from a coup'e of aeroplanes, 
which caused much damage and loss of 
life. , 

Yesterday Commander Alves Viana, of 
the Republican Guard, solicited from 
General Souza Diaz a suspension of hos- 
tilities. This was granted, and the revo- 
lutionary forces, finding it useless to 
stand out any longer, proposed a complete 
surrender, on the condition that the 
Government should not hold the non- 
commissioned officers and privates respon- 
sible for the revolt, as these, it was main- 
tained, had only obeyed the orders of 
their superior officers. 

The Minister of War had no wish to 
punish these ranks, and an agreement, 
it is believed, has been come to on this 
basis. 

Thus an end has been put to the fight- 
ing of the past five days, which, in Oporto 
alone, has cost the lives of some 200 per- 
sons, besides several hundreds wounded. 


VIEWING THE DAMAGE. 


After the surfender of the _ rebels, 
swarms of sight-seers converged on the 
quarters of the town which the rebels had 
occupied, and found that they had 
suffered considerably, through the firing.

ARSENAL BOMBED

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
LISBON, Thursday, 9.16 a.m. 

The revolution which broke out in the 
capital at noon otf Monday was. sup- 
ported by naval men, a portion of the 
Republican Guard and the police, and 
large numbers of civilians. 

The insurgents erected barricades’ in 
various parts of the capital. The Govern- 
ment took energetic measures to stamp 
out the revolution, ordering out all the 
loyal detachments of the Lisbon garrison, 
who subjected the insurgents to an intense 
fire from machine guns and field guns. 


SHELLED FOR TWO DAYS. 

By order of the Government, the 
cruisers whose crews were suspect were 
promptly disarmed, which is believed to 
have spared Lisbon the horrors df a naval 
bombardment. 

The insurgents seized the Naval Arsenal 
and the General Post Office near by, thus 
preventing any news from leaving the 
capital. 

At 10.30 last night the insurgents, who 
had entrenched themselves in the Arsenal, 
surrendered after forty-eight hours of in- 
tense bombardment from field guns and 
machine guns. 


AERIAL TORPEDOES. 

To add to. the discomfiture of the 
besieged, an aeroplane dropped three tor- 
pedoes into the Arsenal, which exploded, 
doing terrible damage. 

A large number of persons, including 
non-combatatits, have been killed and 
wounded, and the damage to property is 
very extensive. 

Lisbon is now quiet, and order has been 
restored throughout the country.

WOMEN, 


RELIEF THAT SOME DO 
NOT WANT.

The announcement in yesterday's Irish 
Times that the Juries Bill, introduced in 
the Dail this week, will exempt all women 
from liability to serve as jurors has been 
the subject of considerable discussion. — 

While many women regard it as a 
blessing—as some of them described it— 
to be relieved of such “ disagreeable duty,” 
others. feel that it is unjust to exclude 
them from taking their full part in the 
public life of the country, and to with- 
draw a right that was given to them under 
the Constitution of the Free State, 


DISAGREEABLE, BUT NECESSARY. 

Mrs. Noel Guinness, in an interview 
last evening, said that she thought it a 
dreadful nuisance to have to serve on a 
jury, but she did pot think that any 
differentiation should be made between 
men and women. 

“Tt is possible,” she said, “that a 
woman on trial may like to have one or 
more of her sex on the jury. .Therefore, 
I think that women should not be pro- 
hibited from serving on a jury. The 
women who opposed service on juries are 
those who have not appreciated their full 
responsibilities to the State. 

Mrs. Tulloch, a member of the Rath- 
mines Urban Council, said that she was 
very .glad that she had not to serve on 
juries, and she was not a bit keen on 
women acting as jurors. At the same 
time, she did not see why they should be 
excluded. A woman on trial might like 
to have some of her own sex on the jury. 

“Personally,” Mrs. Tulloch added, “I 
would not like women on the jury. I 
would rather tobe tried by men. It seems 
a pity, after such a lot of exponse, to 
withdraw this right from women without 
giving it a fair chance by a longer trial. 


INFRINGEMENT OF CONSTITUTION. 

Mrs. Mary Cosgrave, Vice-Chairman of 
the Dublin County Council, said that in 
her opinion the exclusion of women was an 
infringement of the Constitution for 
which there was no reason. It would, she 
thought, be very much resented by women 
voters. 

Mrs. Johnson, wife of Mr. T. Johnson, 
T.D., leader of the Labour Party in the 
Dail, expressed the opinion that women 
who had a vote should share the responsi- 
bility of public life, and that no Govern- 
ment had any right to deprive them of 
their rights. 

“ Women must take part in the public 
life and accept the unpleasant duties as 
well as the pleasant fones. I am strongly 
in favour of that, and I am only sorry in 
my particular case that I have not the 
opportunity. I should never object. It 
is most unjust for the Government to be 
so narrow and so reactionary. I think 
that it should be the duty of every woman 
to do all that is necessary in the public 
life of the country.” 


FAMILIAR PLEAS. 

A gentleman with a wide experience of 
the work of the courts said that he 
frequently had seen women who had been 
summoned to serve as jurors in a very 
miserable state of mind, pleading to the 
judge to be released from a wearisome 
attendance. One often heard the plea 
that the children had been left alone at 
home. 

Many women often advanced as a reason 
for release that they were wanted at home 
to prepare meals for their husbands’ 
dinners. He seldom or never heard of a 
woman who took any pleasure from sitting 
in the jury box for long hours, listening 
to tiresome and, in some instances, very 
unsavoury cases.

DUTCH FARMER’S DOUBTS. 
ERMELO, TRANSVAAL, Thursday. 

A resident of this district, named Tosen, 
states that the Kruger wagon, which General 
Hertzog brought back as a gift from London, 
is. not the real one owned by the famous Boer 
Président. He states that the present. wagon 
was built in the Cape and brought to 
Potchefstroom, where his (Tosen’s) father 
bought it. 

Mr. Tosen’s story is that towards the end 
of the Boer War their house was burnt, and 
General Smith Dorrien took the wagon and 
sent it to England as a trophy of war. He 
maintains that the so-called Oom Paul's 
wagon is thie particular vehicle.

DRUM FIRE. 

The culminating moments of the siege 
of the Naval Arsenal began at 5 o’clock, 
when the Government troops were in- 
inforced by two regiments from Oporto. 
Additional artillery was brought up, and 
drum fire was directed against the Arsenal, 
where rebels had entrenched themselves. 

Gradually the fire of the insurgents 
weakened, while the thunder of the 
Government guns continued unabated. 
Over the roar of field pieces could be 
heard constant bursts of machine-gun fire. 

Extensive damage was done in the 
Bracade, Rio de Janeiro, in the most 


‘modern quarter of the capital, and in 


the Praca de Brazil. Towards 8 o’clock 
the intensity of the bombardment di- 
minished, and it was rumoured that the 
revolutionary troops had abandoned the 
struggle. Some time elapsed, however, 
before the welcome news came that the 
Government had won.

IMMEDIATE NEGOTIATIONS 


SUGGESTED. ' 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERV ICE.

WAS HINGTON, Thursday. 

In his special message to the United 
States Congress to-day, President Coolidge 
suggested that the Powers- should enter 
into negotiations for the conclusion of an 
agreement further limiting naval arma- 
ments and supplementing the Washington 
Treaty. | 

The President indicated that he had for- 
warded through the American Ambas- 
sadors in London, Paris, Rome, and Tokio 
to-day memorandums suggesting that they 
should empower their delegates at the 
forthcoming meeting of the Preparatory 
Commission for the Disarmament Confer- 
ence at Geneva to proceed with the sug- 
gested negotiations. 

The American Government, the Presi- 
dent declared, and the American people 
are convinced that competitive armaments 
constitute one of the most dangerous con- 
tributing causes of international suspicion 
and discord, and “are calculated eventually 
to lead to war. Recognition of this fact, 
and a desire, as far as possible, to remove 
this danger, led the American Government 
in 1921 to call the Washington Conference. 


AMERICA’S HOPE. 

Tt had been the hope of the American 
Government, constantly expressed by Con- 
gress since the Washington Conference, 
that favourable opportunity might present 
itself to complete the work begun in 
America by the conclusion of further 
agreements covering cruisers, destroyers, 
and submarines. The desirability of such 
an agreement, the President said, was 
apparent. 

It was only to be expected that the spirit 
of competition, stifled as regarded capital 
ships and aircraft carriers by the Wash- 
ington Treaty, would sooner or later show 
itself with regard to the other vessels not 
limited under the Treaty. 

“ Actually,’’ declared the President, “I 
do not believe that competitive building of 
these classes of ships has begun. Never- 
theless, far-reaching building programmes 
have been laid down by certain Powers, 
and there has appeared in our country, as 
well as abroad, a sentiment urging naval 
construction, on the ground that such con- 
straction is taking place elsewhere. In 
such sentiments lies the germ of renewed 
naval competition. 

“IT am sure that all Governments and 
all peoples would choose a system of naval 
limitation in preference to reverting 
consciously to concentrated building. 
Therefore, in the hope of bringing about 
an opportunity for discussion among the 
principal naval Powers to ascertain 
whether further limitation is practicable, 
I have suggested to them that negotiativas 
on this subject should begin as soon as 


possible. 


THE PREPARATORY COMMISSION. 

“ The earnest desire of the nations of the 
world to relieve themselves in as great a 
measure as possible of the burden of 
armaments, and to avoid the dangers. of 
competition,” the President said, “ had 
been. shown by the establishment of the 
Preparatory Commission for the Disarma- 
ment Conference which met at Geneva 
last May, and which was continuing its 
work with a view to preparing the agenda 
for a final general conference. 

“In these discussions it was brought out 
very clearly that a number of nations feit 
that land, sea and air armaments were 
inter-dependent, and that it would be diffi- 
cuit, if not impossible, to agree upon the 
limitation of one type of armament with- 
out simultaneously limiting the other 
types. 

“The consequence to be feared,’’ con- 
tinued the President, “is that a deadlock 
will be reached, should even partial pro- 
gress in the reduction of armaments be 
conditional upon the acceptance of some 
universal plan covering land, sea and air 
forces together. If the prospective dead- 
lock cannot be broken, it is probable that 
little progress will be made for the time 
being. 

A SOLEMN DUTY. 

“It appears to me to be the duty of this 
Government, which has always advocated 
the limitation of armaments, to endeavour 
to suggest some available means by which 
concrete results may be achieved, even 
though such results may be short of an 
ultimate ideal solution for the three-fold 
problem of land, sea and air armaments. 

“The American land and air forces con- 
stitute a threat to no one. They are at 
minimum strength. Their reduction has 
been suggested by no one as a necessary 
condition precedent to general arms limi- 
tation. I realise that the problems of 
armaments. on land and in the air in 
Europe are beset with difficulties which, 
in all justice, we must recognise, and, 
although this Government will always be 
ready to lend its assistance in any appro- 
priate way to efforts on the part of 
Europe or other Governments to arrive at 
regional agreements limiting land and air 
forces, it would hesitate to make specific 
proposals on this subject to European 
nations. :

‘THE NEW REGULATIONS 
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IMPORTED MOTOR 
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The Revenne Commissioners yesterday 
issued the conditions upon which motor 
vehicles can be temporarily imported into 
the Irish Free State. | 

Duty will not be charged on motor cars 
imported by persons who visit the Free 
State for purposes unconnected with trade 
or business; on motor cars belonging to 
clergymen, doctors and veterinary surgeons 
who enter-the Free State in the discharge 
of their professional duties; on motor 
chars-a-bane or omnibuses “ carrying 
only passengers entering the Free State 
for purposes unconnected with trade or 
business, and returning with such pas- 
sengers not later than 48 hours from the 
time of importation.”’ 

The _Commissioners explain the pro- 
cedure that must be followed by persons 
who claim that their cars should be 
exempt from duty. Various forms must 
be filled up, and the importer must be 
armed with a pass book or pass ' sheet 
issued by an automobile club or other 
recognised organisation, or deposit with 
the Customs officer at the port or frontier 
station an amount sufficient to cover the 
duty, or enter into a bond for which a 
householder resident in the Free State 
will go surety. i 

Chars-d-bane and omnibuses admitted 
duty free cannot carry any passengers 
except those who entered the Free State 
with them. . | - 


SIXTEEN WEEKS. 

The privilege of temporary importation 
without payment of duty where granted 
will, in general, be conceded for a period 
not exceeding twelve months. '“ In the 
case, however, of persons other than clergy- 
nen, medical practitioners or veterinary 
surgeons usually resident abroad, who 
maintain an accommodation residence. in 
the Irish Free State, the total -period of 
stay in the Irish Free State in any period 
of twelve months from the date of first 
importation will be limited to sixteen 
weeks. ”’ 

Motor vehicles manufactured in the 
Free State or in respect of which the 
claim for Customs duty has been dis- 
charged may be exported from the Free 
State and thereafter re-admitted without 
payment of duty, provided the necessary 
forms are filled in. There will be a 
special pass for cars which are taken into 
Northern Ireland and are returned to the 
Free State within seven days.

THREAT. 


The Free State motor regulations were 
discussed at a meeting of the Ulster 
Automobile Club in Belfast last night, 
and the lack of action on the part of the 
Northern Government in the matter was 
severely criticised. 

Mr. William Noble said that the regu- 
lations would seriously affect many of 
their members, especially those in Ennis- 
killen, Londonderry, Newry and the 
border towns, who were continually cross- 
ing the border with their lorries. The 
matter had been brought up so far back 
as June, but nothing had been done by 
the Northern Government to come into 
contact with the Free State Government. 
He was not a politician, but he thought 
the time had come when something should 
be done to waken up their Government. 
If there was a Business Man's Party he 
would favour it. 

There was no reason for Lord Craig- 
avon’s statement in connection with that 
matter that he would put brick for brick 
upon the wall. If he were making part 
of his living in the Free State he would 
not like that wall, and if he reversed the 
statement and said that he would take 
brick for brick. off the wall it would be 
more like the thing. They should look 
at the matter from a business point of 
view, and see if anything could be done 
to hasten an amicable settlement. 

Mr. R. 8. H. Noble said that he under- 
stood that if commercial travellers crossed 
the border even without samples they 
would come under the regulations. 

The Chairman, Mr. G. S. Garret, said 
that it seemed as though there would be 
an inquisition at the border to see what 
one’s business was going to be. 

Considerable discussion followed as to 
the precise object and bearing of the new 
regulations, and one speaker said that 
the Northern Government should, in re- 
taliation, put a tax of 10s. a head on 
cattle crossing the border, while others 
urged .the meeting to investigate the 
matter further begore taking action. 
Eventually, a deputation was appointed 
to interview Mr. J. Milne Barbour, 
Minister of Commerce, on the subject.

A CURIOUS. SITUATION. 
From ‘‘ Tues Times’’ CoBRESPONDENT. 
MONTREAL, Thursday. 
Mr. J. G. Lachance, of Quebec, is in a 
curious situation. Both he and Ris wife, 
Maris ©. Rochon, are Roman Catholics, 
and they were married in due form by a 
Catholic priest in 1915 in the Church of 
St. Sauveur in Paris. Mr. Lachance after- 
wards discovered that his wife was de- 


formed, but lived with her until August, | 


1923. He then consulted spiritua] ad- 
visers, but was assured that no relief 
through the agency of the Church was 
possible. 

In 1922 he submitted the question to the 


‘Sacred College of Rites in Rome, and a 


dispensation was granted by which the 
marriage was declared null and void. 
Three years later, in May, 1926, Mr. 
‘Lachance contracted ‘a second marriage 
with a Miss Tardiff, Which was celebrated 
in the Cathedral of Quebec. After the 
second marriage he sought legal advice. 
His case was heard by Judge Gibsons, who 
refused to annul the marriage with the 
first wife. The judge said that the hus- 
band was dispensed from the spiritual tie, 
but that by reasons of his own delay in 
making the application he could not have 
the marriage annulled by a civil court. .

LADY MAUD HOARE’S 
IMPRESSIONS.

| CAIRO, Friday. 
Lady Maud Hoare, the wife of the 
Secretary of State for Air, was inter- 
viewed to-day on the completion of her 
10,400 miles flight from England to India 
and thence to Cairo. 

Lady Maud declared that her outstand- 
ing impression was the speed and comfort 
of air travel. The woman’s mission in 
civil aviation must be to make the fullest 
use of it. She declared that she had felt 
no air sickness except at first, and de- 
scribed a sandstorm through which the 
aeroplane flew as being like “a warm, pea- 
soup London particular.” 

One small error made by correspondents 
in describing Lady Maud’s flight was 
settled for good. Instead of flying 12,000 
miles with one suit case, she said, she 
had actually flown only 10,400 miles with 
two suit Cases. 

“During the return flight from Delhi,” 
Lady Maud added, “I read, wrote and 
slept, and generally enjoyed ‘the thrill of 
flying. I was seldom bored, even over 
the deserts, which vary considerably in 
appearance.” i 

After describing .the colouring of the 
jagged hill-tops on the Persian Gulf, she 
grew lyrical over the beauty of the scenes 
over which she passed. 

Stimulated by Lady Maud Hoare’s 
example, Mrs. Louis Bennett, the elderly 
donor of the Royal Air Force memorial 
window in Westminster Abbey, is flying 
to Baghdad to-day by air liner.

A NEW SCHEME.

The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—-The Committee appointed by the 
Minister of Labour, with Lord RBlanesburgh 
as Chairman, to consider in the light of ex- 
perience gained in the working of the Un- 
employment Insurance scheme what changes 
in the scheme. if any, ought to be made, 
have presented a unanimous report. They 
find in favour of the continuation of a com- 
pulsory contributory scheme of unemployment 
insurance, but propose a number of important 
alterations of the existing scheme in respect 
of contributions, benefits and administration. 

The principal recommendations of the Com- 
mittee for. the permanent scheme of the 
future oe amend contributions from  em- 
ployers, workpeople and the State (the State’s 
contribution would then drop to one-third) ; 
reduction of the normal contributions from 
employers and workpeople to 5d. a week in 
respect of men and did. a week in 
respect of women; additional contributions 
of equal amount from the three parties, 
employers, workpeople and the State, for the 
purpose of extinguishing the Fund’s present 
debt of £21,000,000. The additional contri- 
bution in respect of a man would he a penny 
a week, and in respect of a woman a haif- 


enny. 

i 17s., instead of 18s.; the allowance for an 
adult dependent to be 7s., instead of 5s., 
so that a married man would receive 24s., 
mstead of 23s.; the allowance of 2s. for each 
dependent child to remain unchanged. 

A new grade of contributions and benefits 
is prescribed for -oung persons between 18 
and 21 vears of age.

THE MILITARY POSITION. 


In a leading article Zhe Times observes :'— 
The Government have achieved a very great 
deal in spite of factious opposition at home, 
coupled with obstacles in Chine: that at one 
moment seemed insuperable. The monstrous 
assertion of Labonr extremists like Mr. 
Trevelyan, Mr. Hicks and Mr. Lansbury, 
that they are plunging the country into 
war with China is, of course, merely a 
symptom of those flabby mental processes 
upon which the enemies of our country work. 
Mr. Haden Guest pointed out in his coura- 
geous speech, that it would be foolish for us 
to delude ourselves into thinking that 
there was no violence, no possibility of 
disaster, and that all the troops and people 
of China were well controlled, and that 
everything went on well-oiled wheels. 
Although a partial agreement has been 
reached at Hankow, very great risks remain, 
and the Government have rightly refused to 
desist from their policy of being prepared for 
all emergencies. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain indicated yester- 
day that, in consequence of the agreement 
now reached with Mr. Chen, the 
main body of the Defence Force might 
be held in reserve at Hong Kong, 
but that some British troops must 
be stationed at Shanghai as a measure 
of ordinary precaution The whole military 
position’ in the neighbourhood of Shanghai 
is at present extremely uncertain. After the 
recent intense experience of the drive of a 
powerful section of Chinese Nationalists 
against the British, after the extraordinary 
revelation of risks that British Nationals 
ineur from a malignant propaganda, no Bri- 
tish Government would be pardoned if it 
failed to take measures to protect its 
Nationals against such emergencies. <A 
Government that, having taken such 
meassures, might suddenly abandon them, 
is simply not conceivable as the Government 
of the British nation, and an Opposition that 
makes such a‘demand only succeeds in dis- 
playing its own extreme irresponsibility,

OUTLINE OF TERMS OF 
AGREEMENT. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain’s full statement 
on China, in reply to the Labour Party's 
amendment to the Address, was listened to 
by the Prince of Wales, who entered the 
House shortly after Mr. C. P. Trevelyan 
had initiated the debate. 

The amendment itself urged the diver- 

sion or recall of the troops, which had 
been sent to China. 
' The first part of Sir Austen’s speech was 
mainly a recital of the events which had 
led up to the present situation. He said 
that the Government had endeavoured to 
co-operate with other. Powers, having in- 
terests in China, especially the United 
States and Japan. 

“We had indicated the broad and 
liberal lines on which we were ready to 
move in the hope of placing the relations 
of foreign Powers, our own in particular, 
on friendly and satisfactory basis. 

“ All the agitation in China had been 
turned against the British, but, as at 
Hankow, we had been patient and had 
earnestly ensued peace, notwithstanding 
singular perils and grave provocation. 
Never had troops, subject to provocation, 
showed such gallant self-control as those 
at Hankow, i 

“In spite of the seizure of our Conces- 
sion there, we had negotiated, and were 
still negotiating. 


NEED FOR REINFORCEMENTS. 


“Conversations were entered into with 
Mr. Chen with a view to arriving at 4 
peaceful settlement; but the Government 
was advised by everybody on the spot that 
it was necessary to send reinforcements, 
and that the forces available were ine 
sufficient to secure life in Shanghai if 
trouble arose. It was easy to say that the 
Government must not over-rate risks, but

“The Government, decided that, they 
must sénd reinforcements to the Far East. 
“ Our position in China is a very special 
one; our nationals there are more directly 
menaced than those of any other’ Power, 
while our community there is larger than 
that of any other Power except Japan. 
But, whereas Japan could pour as many 
troops as she liked into Shanghai in 48 
hours, any additional force sent from here 
must take weeks to arrive. We could not 
wait until the danger was at the gate. 


POSTPONED. 


“On January 22nd we wired to Mr: 
O'Malley to go to Hankow and enter into 
negotiations with Mr. Chen, to whom the 
movement of our troops must have been 
known by January 24th. He continued 
to negotiate, though recording a formal 
protest” against our. precautions. By 
January 29th an agreement was reached 
about the Hankow Concession on the basis 
of the British memorandum, and the 
signature was fixed for next day. 

“Next day Mr. Chen sent his secretary 
to Mr. O’Malley with regard to some 
further amendments of the agreement. 
These were discussed, and signature was 
fixed for five o'clock that afternoon. 

“ But at a quarter to five Mr. Chen’s 
secretary ,again arrived, and informed 
Mr. O’Malley that some of Mr. Chen’s 
colleagues had raised objections, not to 
the British force, but to certain parts jof 
the agreement, and that further proceéd- 
ings would have to be postponed.

They have been sharply brought to hook by 
biblical scholars, who point out that the edition of 
the Bible to which they refer is founded on the 
celebrated Revised Version of the Bible. in which 
the word “wine” had sometimes been replaced 
bv the phrase; “a cake of raisins.”
